
MUDDY ilT HABUEM. 






The warm van that ahooa all day yesterday 
rendered the track pasty and holdinf at Har* 
lem end farored those horses that like the deep, 
sticky ffcinff best. The racing though made np 
of titt pnrsff s throoffhont was fairly good bnt 
lacked exciting features except in the first and 
fourth races, which were keenly contested at 
the end. Probably the beet field of horses that 
went to the post was that of the second race, a 
dash of Ats furlongs for twa year-olds. The 
talent picked the right horse in this race, back- 
ing Harry New from U to 1 to 8 to 5. To the 
snrprise of many present Coacoa awakened 
from her last dicmal effort acd dashed to the 
fremt as if she intended to make a mnaway 
affair of the race. Bbe led by two lengths at 
the bead of the stretch from Barry New, who 
was two in front of Lncien Appleby. When well 
etraigbteted for borne Coacoa began to tire 
Harry New picking her np about the eighth 
poet. The latter finished fast and strongly 
from here to the wire, winning easily by three 
lengths from Lncien Appleby, who passed the 
exhausted Coecea in the last fifty yards, beat- 
ing her out two lengths for second place. 
Emathion was beaten twenty lengths by actual 
count at the fit ish. This race should be totally 
ignored in future calculations, but the going 
was probably unfavorable to him. 

The steeplechase over the short course was a 
farce, three of the feur that started falling at 
different parts of the run, and the winner being 
compelled to make two attempts at the last ob 
Stacie before be could finish the course. To a 
fair start Be intly dashed into the lead closely 
followed by the other three. Both Dick Furber 
and Captain Conover went down at the second 
jump, leaving Bain tly and Be 20 to finish the 
race out. Saintly led by a big margin up to the 
seventh jump, where he went down in a heap. 
Maso had only to gallop over the course after 
this, but be refused the last jump. Lloyd took 
Ms 20 back and ho took it at the second trial. 
The ether three were remounted and ridden 
over the course. Captain Conover flniehing sec- 
ond ana Dick Furber third. Captain Conover 
was then disqualified for not taking the course 
correctly. This moved up Dick Furber into 
second place and gave third money to Saintly. 
It was the most complicated cross country 
affair that has occurred hereabout in soma 
time. 

The first race, a dash of six furlongs, resulted 
in a rattling close finish between C. B. Camp 
bell, Lady Idris and The Butcher. Lady Idris 
closely attended by 7 he Butcher, showed the 
wsynp to the head of the stretch where she 
swung wide, carrying The Butcher with her. 
This lost her the race as she lost several lengths 
befere she got well straightened for home. 
Along about the last eighth, C. B. Campbell, 
who had saved ground by skinning the rail at 
the head of the stretch, esme strongly, and in a 
hot tilt be beat her out by a short head with 
The Butcher lapped only a neck back. Canova 
was right there all the way and was only beaten 
A length all told at the finish. He is ready to 
win through the same kind of going. The 
others were never contendere. 

The entire eleven that started in the fourth 
race, a dash cf six furlcugs for three-year-olds 
and upward, finished in fairly close order, there | 
being hardly six lengtl s separating the first j 
and last horses. Wallenstein, closely attended . 



a eannon in the last few strides and beat her 
out by a half length going away, while she beat 
Oliver Me. a length for second place. Wallen- 
stein grew tired rapidly when a sixteenth out, 
as did also Pupil. Della Ostrand, badly outrun 
in the early part of the dash, was running fast 
at the end. Queen O' Day had enough by the 
time the last sixteenth had been reached. 

Muresca, on her known liking for a muddy 
track and her brilliant win over Jack Battlin 
the day before, was supposed to bold the fifth 
race— a scramble of five and a half furlongs for 
two-year-olds— at her mercy, but she failed to 
show that great buret of speed she has often 
displayed hereabout, and although she led by a 
small margin for a great part of the way, was 
completely spent by the time the last eighth 
post had been reached. Bag Tag, which had 
always laid up close with her, moved np fast 
here and had no trouble in passing her. It ap- 
peared as if Bag Tag would win easily in the 
last one hundred yards, but Santa Teresa came 
with a rush in the last few strides, causing her 
to be driven out to the limit to win by a length. 
Santa Teresa beat the exhansed Muresca five 
lengths for seernd place. Dodie 8. and Lys- 
beth showed well for four and a half furlongs 
and then fell away beaten. 

Pay Me, a long shot, sprung a surprise on ring 
and talent alike in the last race, a dash of one 
mile for three-year-olds. The good thing in 
this race was Zack Phelps which was backed 
heavily but the best be could do was to finish a 
dismal fourth. At flag dip Pay Me darted into 
the lead closely pressed by Amoroso and Andie 
but once straightened down the baokstretch he 
easily moved away from them and remained in 
front thereafter to the end. He won without 
much urging by three lengths from Basselas 
which beat Sortie the same distance for second 
place. Basselas dosed fast and strong in the 
last eighth hut had no chance to beat the win- 
ner. Sortie was dying away at the end. Zack 
Phelps closed seme ground in the last quarter. 
Andie quit badly by the time the head of the 
stretch had been reached. Elmer L. is of no 
present account either on a dry track 
through the mud. 



GOSSIP OF THE TUBF. 



This year has been marked by the retirement 
or partial breakdown of a truly remarkable list 
of famous horses. It is doubtfnl if any former 
racing season can be recalled that was marked 
by an equivalent list of disabled racers of high 
rank. Last year’s brilliant trinity, Kinley 
Mack, Etbelbert and Imp, were, so far es any 
one could forecast last spring, likely to add to 
their list of great achievements during toe 
progress of the campaign of 1901, but all three 
have gone from the track to the breeding farm. 
Banastar may be patched up to race again but 
it is doubtfnl. Bpeedy but erratic Box has run 
his last race. Prince of Melbourne, Alcedo and 
Star Bright, all great racers, are laid up for re- 
pairs. Sidney Lucas struck himself at Wash- 
ington Park when apparently rounding into 
bis best form and has been unable to start since. 
Ildrim, one of the best of last year’s three- 
year-olds and deemed certain to become 
great handiesp horse this year has not even 
been seen at the post. Waring, one of the fast- 
est horses of recent years, was compelled to 
forego all of his rich Chicago engagements de- 
spite the assidaous care of one of the most

lessly broken down. The Parader has been re- 
tired for tbe year because of a spread hoof, and 
Conroy, although in training, has to ha handled 
so gingerly that his starting again this yaar is 
to be gravely doubted. When the high class of 
these horses is taken into consideration it is 
plain that their enforced retirement has robbed 
the years racing, brilliant as it has been, of 
mneh that would otherwise have served to 
make it one to be long remembered. 

About midsummer there was an impression in 
the minds of experienced turfmen that the pres- 
ent year’s crop of two year-olds was not of a 
high order, bnt that feeling has disappeared 
largely because of later performances. It is 
quite sure that the west has produced a high 
clasB colt in Abe Frank and a high class filly in 
Endurance by Bight, while in the east Yankee, 
Nasturtium, Goldsmith and Blue Girl will well 
challenge comparison with the stars of former 
years. Yankee’s Futurity was by far the fastest 
ever mn, and Nasturtium’s Flatbnsh was a mar- 
velous exhibition of the extreme of speed. It is 
clear that thoae named stand at the head of 
their age, bnt treading closely after comes 
Allan-a-Dale, Masterman, Leonora Loring.Otis, 
Cuuard, Ed Austin, Heno, 0>mpnte, Lux Casta 
Hatasoo, King Hanover, Pentecost, Gunfire, 
Charlea W. Meyer, Baron, Flywheel, Cameron 
and many others credited with performances 
that hold out a cheerful assurance of good 
raeing in the three-year old stakes of next sea- 
son. To the general public it will be a cause of 
mneh regret that Yankee. Nasturtium and Bins 
Girl are to he sent to Bngland.^bnt rival owners 
will probably view that eirenmstanee from a 
different standpoint altogether. It may very 
well be said that it is a fortunate racing year 
that produces two snob magnificent fillies as 
Endurance by Bight and Blue Girl. In respect 
to speed of the highest order, ability to carry 
high weight and stay over eny route horses of 
their age are asked to traverse they are beyond 
cavil. 

Tbe legal tronbls s of the Delmar track ofi6- 
oials and bookmakers is over until October 9, 
when Judge Zachritz of the St. Louis Circuit 
Court will appear in the Snpreme Court and 
show causa why the order of Judge Gant should 
not be made permanent. This, of course, brings 
proceedings to an end until that date, tbe order 
being issued against the St. Louis Circuit Court 
as a body, so no action can bs taken by any of 
tbe other judges. 

Saturday tbe Delmar officials wired to State 
Auditor Allen that two bookmakers were anx- 
ions to cot in at the track and asking if be would 
issue them licenses. Mr. Allen wired back that 
he wonld not. As the cnt-in is for three days, 
bis refusal will cost the track $600 in revenue, 
and has already cost it much more, as other 
bookmakers have had to keep off because of tbe 
auditor’s refnsal to issue licsnses. 

’The licenses taken out August 6, which have 
been attacked by Attorney General Crow, num- 
bered only fifteen, so, until the matter can be 
settled in court, that is the limit to the nomber 
of books which can be operated. Formal appli- 
cation for the additional licensee has, of course, 
been made to be used as evidence in a suit for 
tbe recovery of the revenue from which the as- 
sociation has been deprived.
